The success of this noble insti- 
tution hes been most gratijying and 
remsrkabie, and if there are any rich men 
in this city, or elsewhere, who are secking 
an.eficient mode for rendering a worthy 
and lasting public service, the best we-can 
do is to pomt them to the example ot 
Mr. Pater Coorzs, and to urge that it be 
faithfully imitated. 

It is the great merit of Mr. CoorEr’s 
project tbat its benefits are bestowed upon 
the yotmg. It is_thus an educational, not 
a chariiable, institution. It is an extension 
of the common school principle to those 
who, having already entered upon the 
buswess of their Jives, are stil) in need of 
instruction in science and art, and who, if 
they aré to be kept from the haunts of vice 
and dissipation, require that there shali be 
provided for them public teachers and 
Trading roome aut libraries, to which they 
may resort when the day’s wotk is done, 
or when théy are without émployment. 
To help the poor in this way is so to pre- 
pare them to take care of themselves that 
ON.ne os ee ether than 
paupers and criminals; to make them, io 
short, helpers frsteati of burdens to s0- 
ciety.

The solution of the problem seems to le 
im the direction of such action on ¢he 
part of the wealthy as Mr. Peter Coorer 
has just given us an exam le of He 
rightly holds that the right and best use of 

t wealth is to educate and ennoble 
the industrious masees. There is a world 
ot significance and truth, of humanity and 
exalted wisdom in the views expressed by 
him in the speech which he made in re- 
ply to the address we have quoted. The 
parts of this speech which we quote be- 
low have attracted a good deal of atten- 
tion, and have been a theme of eulogy by 
the press in many parts of the country. 
We trust they may make a vivid impres- 
sion upon the minds of the PxrrTer 
Coorenrs of Louisville, if any such there 
are, and that they may be made to feel, as 
Mr. Coorgr does, that the possession of 
weallh carries with it certain high 
social duties, among the most im- 
portant of which i the obliga- 
tion to cousecrate and devote a 
fair portion of it to the promotion 
of projecis which shall enable the indus- 
trial masse@ to share im some measure in 
the comforts and advantages which their 
labor and enterprise have created, but the 
chief blessings of which, under the present 
selfish and uncbristian principles which 
govern the use of wealth, are restricied al- 
most entirely to the very small class who 
have, either by dishonesty or good tor- 
tune, succeeded m accumulating an un- 
equal share of the good things ot lite. 

But listen to these noble sentiments of 
Mr. Coorer. They contain the germs ot 
& hew gospel—the gospel of a society re- 
construcied upon juster and more generous 
pripeiples, in which social dutico are re- 
ligiously recognized, and the commuaity 
lb prucileally regucded us uw Drotherheod of 
equals, and where the principle of fra- 
ternity, instead of competition, shall gov. 
ern the relations between man aud man. 
andthe hae! Darriers of class shall be 
swept away jorever, Says Mr. Cooper: 
“I cannot shut my eyes to the fact that 
the production of wealth is not the work 
of any one map, and the acquisition o} 
great iortunes is not possible without the 
of multitudes of men, 
and that, therefore, the individuals 
io «whose lot these fortunes ‘fall, 
whether by inheritance or the Jaws of pro. 
duction and trade, should never lose sight 
of the fact, that as they hold them only 
by the will of society, expressed in statute 
law, £0 they should administer them as 
trustees for the benefit of society, as in- 
culcated by the moral law. When rich 
men are thus brought to regard themselves 
as trustees, apd poor men learn to be in- 
dustrious, economical, temperate, selfi-de- 
nyiog, and diligent in tbe acquisition of 
knowledge, then the deplorable strife be- 
tween capital and labor, tending to destroy 
their fundamental, necessary and irrefragi- 
ble harmony, will cease, and the world 
will no longer be afflicted with such unnat- 
ural industrial conflicts as we have seen 
during the past century in every quarter o, 
the civilized globe, and latterly on so great 
a scale in this country, arraying those 
whom nature intended to be firm allies and 
inseparable fends mto hostile camps in 
which the great law of love and mutua) 
forbearance is extinguished by selfish pas- 


pressed in trade associations, preventing 
other men from exercising théir inaliena- 
bie right to labor where they can 
find work, or in combinations of 
capitalists, secking by lockouts to 
close up the avenues of labor, are equully 
reprebensible, and should never be allow- 
ed, under apy provocation whatever, to 
take the place of the divine‘law: ‘What- 
soever ye would that men should do unto 
you, do ye even so unto them;’ nor will 
such an unnatural and criminal substitu- 
tion eyer be possible, if poor men will 
remember that itis-the duty, and there- 
fore the right, of every poor man to strive 
to become rich by honest, intelligent, and 
pauent labor; and if rich men will re- 
member that the possession of wealth, 
which 1s the fruit of the general’ effort, 
copiers no right to its use as an engine of 
oppression or coercion upon any class 
which is concerned in its production.” 
Now these afte golden words and the

Perhaps you may laugh, but, neverthe- 
less, it is perfectly true; and this is how it 
happened. 

As you may be quite sure, being only 
nineteen, I was most tremendously anx- 
ious to get my commigsion, and when at 
last I was gazetted tothe 204th Foot I
